Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 2/8/04 has been entered.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/8/05 has been considered by 
the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by DeLaMatyr et al. 
(5760976). 

DeLaMatyr discloses, as in claims 1-9, an optical device extending along a geometric 
axis comprising: A) a final lens element (12) [characterized B) formed from an initial lens by 
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centered, rotational symmetry about an optical axis, said final lens element having at least one 
sawn] planar face (see fig. 1 below, ref. 1) extending between image forming surfaces transverse 
to said geometric axis at each end of said final lens element, said [at least one sawn] planar face 
(see surfaces of ref 1, fig. 1) being parallel to and spaced from the geometric axis, and a sheath 
(18) surrounding said lens element. Claim 1 also recites product by process limitation in which 
the lens structure is a sawn process. The determination of patentability is based upon the product 
itself in a product by process claim (see MPEP 2173.05(p)) and consequently, the sawn process 
is not considered. 




Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 10-25 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowability: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
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claim(s) 10-25, wherein the claimed invention comprises (claims 10-18) a plurality of lens 
having at least one planar face and having a sheath surrounding the plurality of lenses to support 
the lens system along the geometric axis; and (claims 19-25) a method for making a lens system 
comprising constructing an initial lens with at least on lens element, each lens element being 
characterized by a centered rotational symmetry about the optical axis and removing portion of 
the lens element by sawing thereby to form sawn planar faces on the lens system parallel to the 
geometric axis whereby the lens system has a polygonal cross section, as claimed. The 
combination of all the claimed features are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art and 
all of said features are relied upon for a determination of allowability. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Muto (6822803) is disclosed for citing optical glass cutting/sawing, but Muto does 
not disclose cutting planar surfaces as disclosed and claimed in the present invention.
